., Sheldon Tells of $400,000 Fund. 

George R. Sheldon, treasurer of the Repub- 
lican national committee, testified that J. 
P. Morgan & Co., Henry C. Frick, and George 
J. Gould ha@ each contributed $100,000 to 
the national’ campaign committee in 1004. 
He reiter the information previously 
given that John D. Archbold had also con- 
tributed $100,000 to this campaign, and de- 
clareé ‘there -was .othing in the records 
which came to him from C.'N. Bliss to show 
that this contribution had been returned to 
the Standard Oil company or Mr. Archbold. 

Sheldon told of a little book which. had 
©comé to him when he became treasurer of 
the national committee in which were writ- 
ten the names of the large contributors. 

*‘ All these who contributed $1,000 or more 
were in this book,”” he said. “I should say 
there were 150 or 200 names in it.”’ 

Members of the committee tried to get him 
to tel other names than those he mentioned, 
but he said he could not remember them. 

Be said -he-had no recollection of any in- 
Wurance companies being among the con- 
tributors. 

J. Pierpont Morgan-arrived here late this 
evening and will probably be the first witness 
called before the Clapp committee in the 
morning. He refused to be interviewed. 


Dixon Follows James G. Cannon. 

The firet witness of the day was James G. 
Cannon, president of the Fourth Nation 
bank of New York. Mr. Cannon wee caliet 
because his name appeared as auditor of 
the accounts of Cornelius N. Bliss, treasurer 
of the Republican campaign of 1904. Mr. 
Cannon ‘had no information to impart. He 
simply examined the disbursements and 
knew nothing about contributions. 

The committee then called Senator Dixon. 
Mr. Dixon's interview, given out in New York 


yesterday, attacking the committee and say- | 


ing in effect ‘that the members had singled 
out Col. Roosevelt's campaign managers as a

Cross Fire Becomes Red Hot. 


“ Senator Dixon, it is your duty to answer 
the questions put to you,’”’ said Chairman 
Clapp. ‘‘The committee resenves to itseif 
the right to call other witnesses in its dis- 
cretion, and whenever it pleases. The wit- 
nesses you named have nearly all been asked 
to appear, and their names have been given 
out from time to time to the press.”’ 

*“* Well,’’ observed Senator Dixon, “* with 
that understanding, I am ready to proceed.” 

“There is no understanding about it! ”’ 
noared Senator Clapp. “The committee 
will exercise its own discretion.” — 

“I would send you to jail,’’ suggested Sen- 
ator Pomerene, white with anger. 

“As a senator, you ought to realize your 
duty,’ interposed Senator Paynter of Ke- 
tucky. a 

“All I want is a square deal,” shouted 
Dixon, ‘‘and I intend to insist on that, fov 
I am a coérdinate member of the senc‘e and 
have as much. interest in the investigat.on as 
the members of thie committee.’’

closed yvesterday by Treasurer Heoker. 


Received and Spent $96,000. 

Senator Dixon said he had received and 
expended approximately $96,000. Of this 
€um about $52,000 was spent in the Wash- 
ington headquarters. The senator could not 
recall all of the details of the expenditures, 
but said they coyered printing, mailing, 
clerk hire, and telegraph and telephone, He 
kept no books. He could recall only the 
large contributors. William Eno, an uncle 
of Gifford Pinchot, gave 85,000; Mrs. An- 
toinette Wood, an aunt of Mr. Pinchot, $6,000: 
BDmiin Roosevelt, $5,000, and George W. Per- 
kins, Frank A. Munsey, and Daniel R. Hanna 
each $25,000. Senator Dixon couid not re- 
member the dates when this money was 
given. : 

“Whenever we got desperately hard ub 
I went to these three men, Perkins, Mun- 
sey, and Hanna, and they contributed,” said 
the senator. “TI tried to keep their contri. 
butions about the same so that the burden 
might rest equally.” 

“Whenever you got hard up you went to 
Perkins?’ inquired Senator Paynter. 

** Yes,” said wixon. ‘He was about the 
only wealthy man not supporting Taft.” 

Senator Dixon kept the committee in an 
uproar by interjecting remarks that reflected 
on the Taft managers. He charged that 
the conventions in the south were packed; 
that the railroads, trolley lines, business in- 
terests. and newspapers in Massachueetts 
were contributing to Taft. 


Seek Direct Answers. 

Repeatedly the committee tried to per- 
suade him and later to force him to cut out 
these observations and answer directly the 
questions propounded to him. Senator Clapp 
from time to time urged him to answer the 
questions. 
Senator Pomerene t@ok up each state in 
turn and asked Senator Dixon to name the 
man who would be likely to give informa- 
tion as to the amount of money collected 
and spent in the local campaign. As the 
name of each state was mentioned to him 
Dixon reviewed the campaign for delegates 
and attacked the methods of the Taft mapn- 
agers. 

Finally Senator Clapp asked Senator Dixon 
if he could te!l of any other expenditures or 
contributions for Roosevelt than those given 
by Treasurer Hooker yesterday and by the 
senator himself today. 

‘We spent less money for the votes we 
got than Taft, Harmon, Underwood, Clark, 
or Wilson.’ said Mr. Dixtdn. ‘“ Why. the 
Taft people spent $50,000 for billboards alone 
in the state of Ohlo. One man gave $48,000 
to Gov. Wilson's pre-convention campaign 
and then $10,000: since his nomination.” 

The senator said the man lived in Phila- 
deinhia and that his.name was Penfield. 
Later he corrected himself and said it might 
have been Mrs. Penfield. ¥ 

All the while he was giving this testimony 
with more or less show of excitement Chair- 
man Clapp and other members were trying 
to halt him. At one point, when the commit- 
tee seemed unable to proceed because of the 
witness’ attitude, Senator Dixon said:

‘* Let me make a friendly suggestion to 
the committee.” 

‘‘ So far as I am concerned,’’ observed Sen- 
ator Oliver, ‘‘ I do not care for your friendly 
suggestions.”’ 

Asks for McCombs and McAdoo. 

**Let’s have Mr. McCombs and Mr. Me- 
Adoo brought here to tell how much money 
they spent for Gov. Wilson,” shouted Dixon. 
‘*T have been informed by Democrats that 
a much larger sum was spent for Gov. Wil- 
son than was expended for Col. Roosevelt. 
I'd like to know how much Mr. Hilles spent 
in the Taft campaign. Senator Pomerene 
might tell us about Gov. Harmon’s cam- 
paign fund. and I would call Senator Oliver 
to explain how’ much was spent for Taft in 
Pennsy!vana.”’ 

Senator Oliver expressed his willingness to 
take the stand, but Pomerene simply looked 
angry. 

“Do you know Herman Frasch, one of 
the contributors to the Roosevelt fund?’ 
inquired Senator Paynter. 

* Don't know him,’’ snapped Mr. 
** never heard of him inmy life.” ~ 

‘*Is he contected with the sugar trust?’ 

“It is humahkly impossible that he could 
be connected with the sugar trust and be for 
Roosevelt,’ replied Mr. Dixon. ‘* The whole 
group of Wall street financiers were either 
for Taft or Wilson and vigorously against 
Roosevelt. It would be a rare bird from this 
group who would be for Roosevelt.”’ 

Mr. Dixon charged that $200,000 had been 
spent by the Taft managers in Massachu- 
setts, but when asked for his authority he said 
Matthew Haleand other Roosevelt managers 
in Massachusetts had estimated that to be the 
amount spent. 


Urges Them to Call Ryan. 

Then he appealed to the committee fo call 
Thomas F. Ryan, who, he charged, had given 
$5,000 to Woodrow Wilson's campaign for 
governor two years ago. Senator Clapp told 
him the committee was not investigating gu- 
bernatorial campaigns in New Jersey. 

Then the Roosevelt chairman demanded 
that the committee should call Henry Wat- 
terson and George Harvey. He declared that 
Ryan had financed Congressman Undér- 
wood's campaign and suggested that Senator 
Bankhead and his son-in-law, Thomas Owen, 
and the senator's son be called. He named 
A. H. Piant of the Southern railway as one of 
the backers of Congressman Underwood. 

‘‘T understood that Gov. Harmon collected 
a big fund from the financiers in New York 
Gity,’’ suggested Mr. Dixon. 

He intimated that Senator Pomerene might 
know something of this. 

He charged that Joseph E. Davies of Wis- 
consin spent $35,000 for Wilson in that state; 
that ‘‘a Mr. Orr of Topeka ’”’ spent several 
thousand in Kansas; that Fred B. Lynch 
expended $15,000 in Minnesota for Wilson; 
and mentioned W. F. McKnight of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., and Josiah Quincy of Boston 
as men who could give the committee some 
information on campaign expenditures for 
Wilson. 

“Was the committee summoned these 
men?’’ demanded Senator Dixon, 

‘‘ The committee absolutely refuses to dis- 
close its plans until the proper time comes,” 
obseryed Chairman Clapp. ; 

Committee Turns Down Letter. 

Again an appeal was made to Mr. Dixon to 
answer questions that were asked and he 
countered by suggesting that he had plenty 
of information that would assist the com- 
mittee if it only desired to hearit. Senator 
Parnter invited him to disclose it, whereupon 
Mr. Dixon drew from his pocket what pur- 
ported to be a fac simile copy or photographic 
reproduction of a letter and contract sent 
out from New York by Louis C. Hammerting 
to more than 200 newspapers published in 
foreign languages in the United States, offer- 
ing to contract with them for space on their 
editorial page and imposing conditions that 
they should print no Roosevelt matter in the 
campaign. eyen in the form of a paid adver- 
tisement. i 

Mr. Dixon declared Hammerling was the 
advertising manager of the Standard Oi] and 
the American Tobacco companies. Thecom- 
mittee examined the document and found 
that they bore date of July 24, Senator Clapp 
said that they did not relate to the pre- 
convention campaign of this year and were 
not within the jurisdiction of the committee.

In Kansas and Oklahoma the rise for 
crude at the wells has been 20 cents, the 
present quotation being 70 cents.

That was before 
any step had been taken to carry out the 
Supreme court’s decree of dissblution of the 
Standard. On Sept. 15 last refined petroleum 
for export seld for 8.85 cents a gal on, an in- 
crease during the year of 1 1-10 centsa gallon. 

In December, 1910 refined petroleum for 
export gold for 7 2-5 cents a gallon, but in 
May, 1911, just before the Supreme court 
erdered the disintegration of the Standard, 
the price rose to-7% cents. In September, 
1921, immediately fellowing the closing of the 
etockbooke of the old Standard in preparation 
for dissolution, the price went up to 7.85 cents 


a gallon. 
Prices Begin to Go Up. 

But the price really began to climb tn Jan- 
uary, 1912, within four weeks after the oll 
trust was formally put out of existence and 
its business split up among the thirty-two 
subsidiary corporations. The price of refined 
jumped to 7% cents a gallon and before the 
end of the month it was quoted at 7.8 cents 
@ galion. 

In February the price went to 8 1-10 cents 
and in March to 8 1-5 cents, while in April it 
hed advanced to 8.45 cents, and all through 
May, June, and July it stood at 8 8-5 cents.

The average wholesale price of benzine on 
July 7, 1911, was 17% cents a gallon. (On

cents a gallon a year ago; now it is 19% cents. 

As in the case of the retail prices, the whole- 
sale quotations vary in different parts of the 
country. But in every instance an increase 
in the wholesale price of every kind and grade 
of ofl is reported. 


Cheaper in Faraway Lands. 


American oi! in foreign markets has gone 
up, but in most of the large cities of Europe 
it is quoted at a lower wholesale and retail 
price than the same graée of oil brings in 
this country. For example, gasoline that sells 
at 18 cents retail in New York is sold in 
London for 16 cents. Even in far distant

Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 2.—Julian Kennedy, a 
consulting engineer of this city, testifying 
late today in the government's inquisition 
for the dissolution of the United States 
Steel corporation, said the Jones & Laughlin, 
Steel company, a lange local independent con- 
cern, existed at the sufferance of the steel 
corporation. 

Mr. Kennedy alleged it would be hard for 
competitors of the United States Steel cor- 
poration to live if the latter wanted the field 
to itself.

CRITICISM BY MR. FUNKE. 

Mr, Frank Funk may not be able to 
grasp the essentials of the objection to 
his challenge of Gov. Deneen’s record in 
office, but they are easily stated and read- 
ily understood. 

The objection is simply a protest against 
unfair criticism of a man whose promises 
and pledges are in the statute books by 
a man whose only claim to recognition 
is based on the fact that as a member 
of the state senate his vote frequently 
might be relied upon by the man he at- 
tacks to carry into effect the policjes he 
challenges. 

That is all. Mr. Funk is a late arrival 
in the field of progressivism. He came 
at the eleventh hour. Until he was nom- 
inated by the Progressive state conven- 
tion as candidate of the third party for 
governor he had earned consideration only 
as a vote in the state senate, and as that 
only as he supported the policies of Gov. 
Deneen. : 

His political history reveals nothing else 
that might conmmend him to voters who 
will judge a man’s promises by what they 
know of his acts. Considering the his- 
tory of the Illinois legislature it is 
something to say of a legislator that his 
vote was dependable when the governor’s 
measures were up for action. But a 
man whose record was made in support- 
ing administration measures can hardly 
challenge that administration without chal- 
lenging his own record. 

Mr. Funk cannot rid his mind of the 
primary law issue, but he is able to over- 
look these facts: 

That Gov. Deneen was the only Re- 
publican of any responsibility or influ- 
ence in Illinois who demanded a primary 
law when the state had none. 

That Gov. Deneen declared for a com- 
pulsory primary law when every poli- 
tician in both major parties wanted noth- 
ing better than to continue stealing and 
grabbing delegates. 

That Gov. Deneen scrupulously ad- 
hered to every promise he made with re- 
gard to primary legislation, and that in 
his efforts to give the state a law which 
would hold together before the Supreme 
court the progress was directly and surely 
towards such a law as the state now has. 

These are facts. Where is there an ar- 
gument? Mr. Funk says Mr. Deneen be- 
trayed the law for which he claims credit 
when he manipulated the legislature 
against Albert J. Hopkins, who had re- 
ceived the highest vote for United States 
senator under the primary act in 1908. 

Mr., Hopkins betrayed himself. Gov. 
Deneen endeavored to bring the Repub- 
licans of the, legislature into caucus agree- 
ment which*would make it possible to elect 
a Republican speaker of the house, to 
carry out the pledges of the party plat- 
form, to enact progressive legislation, and 
to send Mr. Hopkins back to the senate. 

Mr. Hopkins was chiefly responsible for 
the failure of this effort, for the election 
of Mr. Shurtleff -by Democratic votes, and 
for his own defeat. What he thought was 
shrewdness proved to be political idiocy 
and his own undoing. Mr. Hopkins made 
his own retlection impossible. 

There is now a vacancy where Mr. 
Hopkins once sat, and a sufficient knowl- 
edge of Mr. Hopkins’ political ways makes 
the state thankful for the vacancy. Tux 
TRIBUNE supported Mr. Hopkins’ claims 
to his seat because he had been given 
the highest vote, but Mr. Hopkins’ own 
acts made such support useless, made the 
efforts of Gov. Deneen to bring Repub- 
lican legislators into line for Republican 
| candidates and Republican measures re- 
sultless, and the election of some man 
other than Mr. Hopkins inevitable. 

There is nothing in Mr. Funk's polit- 
ical acts which warrants him in challeng- 
ing the sincerity of any man whose prom- 
ises are now in the statute books as laws, 

If the governor, as the director of legis 
lation, was insincere and unworthy of 
office, what shall be said of the candidate 
whose only merit was that he voted for 
the measures thus advocated.

PHOSPHORUS POISONING. 
NE of the most interesting papers 
read at the international congress on 
hygiene’ was one by Sir Thomas 
Oliver on industrial diseases. In 
the course of his lecture Le compli- 
mented the United States upon the passage 
of the bill to prevent the use of poisonous 
forms of phosphorus in the manufacture of 
matches. — 


According to Sir Thomas, when students 
of occupational diseasés discovered the hor- 
rible effects of phosphorus: upon the match- 
makers they recommended sanitary shop 
regulations, thinking in this way to prevent 
phosphorus poisoning. Many governments 
embodied such regulations in their laws and 
many factories installed such provisions as 
a part of their shop practice. Nevertheless, 
phosphorus poisoning was about as frequent 
and as horrible as before the regulations 
were enforced. 

Sir Thomas showed many lantern slides 
illustrating horrible deformity amongst 
match workers. One poor fellow lost half 
of his upper jaw, and then, instead of tak- 
ing up farming, he went back into the fac- 
tory, was again poisoned and lost his entire 
lower jaw. 


~~ 
In 1872 Finland prohibited the use of 
poisonous kinds of phosphorus in matches. 
In 1874 Denmark likewise prohibited the 
manufacture of matches with dangerous 
In 1906 the*Interna- 
tional Association for Labor Legislation, 
meeting at Berne, proposed an international 
treaty agreement for the prevention of the 
use of white phosphorus in making matches. 
Certain manufacturers opposed the change, 
saying the cost of manufacture would be 
prohibitively high, the matches would not 
keep, the matches would not be as good— 
the change was riot feasible commercially. 
As soon as the recommendation was made 
by the congress Denmark signed the treaty, 
France signed in 1906, so did Switzerland, 
Holland, Luxemburg, Italy, and Germany. 
Austria complied in 1908 and England in 
1910, 
~> 
Contrary to the opinion of the objectors, 
Sir Thomas Oliver said the law had not been 
found objectionable from any business 
standpoint, and it has done away with 
phosphorus poisoning among the workmen. 
When the bill came up in congress it was 
proved that phosphorus poisoning in this 
country was frequent and severe. The Dia- 
mond Match company came forward with an 
offer to give the method of manufacture of 
harmless phosphorus to whomever wanted 
it. The law gave plenty of time for every- 
body to adjust his business to the new re- 
quirement. There remained not a single 
business objection, while, on the other hand, 
there was the offer of safety for the work- 
ingman. Finally, the bill was pried out of 
the pigeon hole, and passed. The president 
signed it, and before many months this re- 
public will be protecting matchmaker citi- 
zens as well as most European countries do.

G. B. Young, Chicago commissioner of 
health, writes: ‘‘ Referring to your recent 
stat ment in regard to the physical examina- 
tion of school children, the work has been 
only temporarily discontinued by the health 
department, because of the necessity for 
laying off all the inspectors who had been 
detailed to give their time exclusively to this 
particular work. As soon as the present 
shortage of funcs is removed the work will 
be resuined. In the meantime the health 
department nurses are taking to dispen- 
saries, hospitals, etc., all the children with 
defects requiring correction and all children 
for whom the parents desire a complete 
physical examination.”

ROWN PRINCESS SOPHIE of Greece 
is returning this week to Athens, after 
having been abroad since the spring, 
and this in itself will serve to set at 
rest the stories so widely printed in 

America to the effect that she had deter- 
mined upon a divorce from her husband. 

It is true that they are not a united couple, 
and while she has been staying with her 
brother the kaiser and in England, the 
crown prince has led a gay and frivolous life 
in Paris, where he aroused much criticism 
not only by his conduct but also by his 
readiness to accept Invitations to dinner and 
to luncheon from all sorts of queer people, 
especially from members of the foreign 
colony on the banks of the Seine, ‘including 
some undesirable Americans, who would be 
looked upon with askance on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

While the crown prince thus had his filng 
in Paris he avoided an open break, and on 
the occasion of the crown princess’ birthday 
last June traveled half way across Europe 
to be with her on that-day, at Friedrichshof, 
near Homburg, where she was staying with 
her sister, Princess Frederick Charles of 
Hesse.

It is perfectly true that the crown princess 
Goes not like Athens. Nor is she popular 
there in spite of all sorts of phflanthropie 
institutions which she has either founded 
or helped to develop and maintain. 

The fact of the matter is that she is too 
German to suit the Greeks, who can never 
forget the fact that in their last war witb 
Turkey all the sympathies of her German 
relatives, from the kaiser downwards, as 
well as those of the German government and 
of the German people, were with Turkey, 
and that the Ottoman troops were not only 
trained but even officered by Germans. 

The fact that the Greek army is being suc- 
cessfully reorganized by the French general, 
Eydoux. and by a large delegation of French 
army officers, contributes to still further de- 
velop the anti-German sentiment at Athens, 
where the French officers have succeeded in 
making themselves popular. 

The Greek navy {is in the same way being 
reorganized by English navy officers, under 
the direction of Rear Admiral Tufnell, R.N., 
and with the existing strained relations be 
tween Great Britain and Germany their pres- 
ence at Athens must be regarded as another 
anti-Teuton factor there.

From this it will be seen that the position 
of the crown princess in the land of her adop- 
tion ig not altogether an agreeable one, and 
the fact that she is pronounced in her Ger- 
man views and tastes and does not hesitate 
to show too freely her preference for things 
German over those of Greece does not help 
matters. 

Add to this that she does not get on par- 
ticularly well with her husband's family and 
that she is not in touch with King George 
nor yet with her husbahd’'s brothers and 
their wives, and it will be seen that she has 
but Mttle to attract her at Athens.

Owing to his having become stone deaf the 
Rev. Dr. Abraham Kuyper, the former prime 
minister of the Netherlands, and who has 
sometimes been described as the Dutch 
Gladstone, has been compelled to retire from 
political life. 

While he has undoubtedly been for many 
years a commanding figure tn the public life 
of Holland, and a most important factor in 
ite politics, his retirement will excite little 
or no regret, owing to his imperiousand arb!- 
trary character, just as impatient and in- 
tolerant of contradiction as that of England's 
grand old man. 

The doctor ig no stranger to America. Hea 
visited the United States during the adm!nise- 


ses mp 


tration of President McKinley, on which 
occasion he received the degree of LI. D. at 
the University of Princeton, and delivered 
the series of Stone lectures there. 

He likewise called at the White House and 
spent an hour in conversation with President 
McKinley. 

He was not impressive looking, and the 
American newspapers in describing him al- 
luded to the negligent character of his attire. 

In addition to being a Calvinist divine and 
a pulpit orator of note at Amsterdam, he has 
also been professor of theology of the univer- 
sity of that city, is the author of a monu- 
mental encyclopedia of theology, and was 
for many years editor of the !mportant 
Amsterdam newspaper, Der Standaard. 

It was when editor that he acted as pres!- 
Gent of the Dutch Press association in 1897. 
—— 

If he was premier it was because he had 
usurped the office, and no one, at any rate 
among his own party, ventured to protest 
against his assumption of superiority. 

Strictly speaking, Holland, like the United 
States, has no prime minister. Although the 
secretary of state at Washington outranks 
his colleagues. in the cabinet, he has no au- 
thority over them or power to Interfere with 
the affairs of their departments, such as is 
enjoyed by the premiers of most European 
countries, 

In Holland no one member of the cabinet 
outranks the others, the council of ministers 
being presided over by each of its members 
in turn for the space of three months. 

During these three months the temporary 
president is the spokesman of. the cabinet 
whenever it is necessary to epeak for it as 
a body in the states general.

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Urges $1,400 a Year 
for Country Pastors.

‘ Pr O preacher on a country charge ought 

to receive a less salary than $1,400 a 

year,” said the Rev. Dr. J. M. Phelps, 

pastor of Wesley church, Chicago, 

Who spoke yesterday at the Rock 

river conference in the First Methdédist church, 
Chicago. 

“The Russell Sage foundation,’ he declared, 
“maintains that it takes a minimum wage of 
$800 a year for a mechanic, A country minister 
needs, $150 a year additional to keep a horse, $50 
for books, $300 for the education of his family, 
and $100 to lay by for a rainy day. If he thinks 
as much of his religion as the Doweites, the 
Eddyites, or the Mormons he will want to give 
to benevolent objects 10 per cent, and this will 
leave $1,260.” 

Dr. Phelps eulogized Theodore Roosevelt for 
his activity in promoting the country life con- 
ference which started, he said, the movement 
for the betterment of country life. He did not 
mention the former president by name, but 
spoke of him as the president in 1908. 

“I did not want to start any political talk,” 
he said afterwards, “ by mentioning names.”

“The reason English noblemen marry Amer- 
ican girls is not because the girls have white 
faces but because they have green backs,” said 
the Rev. Dr. James Rowe, who spoke in the 
evening. 

Dr. Rowe used his comment on the English- 
men, which he said originated with Bishop J. 
W. Hamilton as an introduction to an appeal 
for largely increased offerings to carry on work 
in the congested centers of Chicago. 

“We have built or now have in process of 
construction thirteen churches in Chicago this 
year,” he said. “William Deering gave us 
$5,000, as he has every year, and also gave as a 
special gift $75,000 towards endowment and 
evangelistic work. 

“There are twenty-five Swedish, fifteen Ger- 
man, and eleven Norwegian-Danish Methodist 
churches in Chicago and a total of 208 Methodist 
churches in Cook county. We need a vastly in- 
creased income to advance the work.”

"Bishop W. F. McDowell ‘spoke on “The 
Church in Chicago,” and the Rev. Dr. James A. 
Beebe, pastor First Methodist church, Engle- 
wood, spoke on “The Pastor and the City.” 

Dr. Beebe urged that the work of the pastor 
and not that of the bishop or the administra- 
tive officer ought to have the highest place of 
honor in the church, and declared denomina- 
tions that followed this plan had the largest 
and most powerful churches. 

The Trinity-Marie church controversy was 
unexpectedly brought to the front by the out- 
spoken declaration of the Rev. Dr. . William 
Macafee, superintendent of the Chicago sotth- 
ern district, that the Trinity church ought to 
relinquish its title to the Marie property in 
accordance with the instructions of the gen- 
eral conference, Thbn the Marie trustees, he 
said, should turn the property over to the 
City Missionary society. He urged also that 
Trinity and South Park avenue churches unite 
under the name of Trinity. 

Dr. Macafee said he favored the selling out 
of two or three of the downtown ckurch prop- 
erties and the establishment of one large cen- 
ter, with a preacher of national ability and 


reputation.

Cover one-half gallon of red plums with 
water, put over the fire and, when they begin 
to boil, add a teaspoonful of baking soda and 
boil until the skins split or pop. Pour off the 
hot water and cover with cold, then remove the 
skins, which will slip off easily. To a pint of 
plums allow a heaping pint of sugar. Put the 
sugar over the fire with a very little water 
and boil to a thick syrup; add the plums and 
boil rapidly for fifteen or twenty minutes. Put 
into jars, fill these with the syrup, and seal.

Everlasting Yeast. 

“As I have not seen a reply in the Corner to 
a member's request for a recipe for Everlasting 
Yeast, I shall send mine, and hope it will be the 
one wanted: 

Boil four medium sized potatoes very tender, 
rub thoroughly through a colander, add as much 
warm water as you will need for your bread, 
and a pint more; one-half cup of sugar, and, 
when lukewarm, adda one yeast cake or baker's 
yeast. Stir well, set in a warm place, and let 
rise until light; then stir down, take out a pint, 
put into a quart jar, and keep in a cool place, 
Use the balance for mixing your bread the next 
time you bake. Take two potatoes or nice po- 
tato water, one-half cup of sugar, and proceed 
as before. When lukewarm add the pint of 
yeast you saved. Keep one pint out to make the 
yeast for the next time, Don’t add any flour

to this yeast. If your yeast does not get light 
at any time, grate in a raw potato. That will 


put life into it. It is best to make it fresh when 
it gets stale.

WORK OF TWO COMPARED. 


Players Regard Red Sox Captain 
as “*Wonder’’; Giant Im- 


proves Weak Points. 


BY HUGH S. FULLERTON. 


The ventage reverts strongly back to the 
Boston team the moment one comes to study 
the shortstops. The adious comparison puts 
the American league aspirants for the world’s 
championship so far ahead that a close study 
scarcely is necessary. I have had several 
surprises in analyzing the work of the two 
rival shortstops, and not the least of them 
has.been the discovery that Fletcher is a 
much better shortstop than I had, at a cagual 
glance. judged him to be. In what I have 
seen of his work he has been rather a weak 
sister, and I have been astonished to discover 
to what an extent he has improved in his 
work this season since he regained the steady 
job at short: 

In comparisons, however, Fletcher suffers 


greatly in that he must be compared with a 
man who, on his work of this season, must 
be rated the peer of any shortstop of the 
American league. It is not a surprise to me 


to discover that Wagner has been the best 


the best of them, even though his work has 
failed to bear out the theory. I knew that 
for two seasons he worked under a heavy 
physical bandicap and that it wag not until 
the middle of last season that one could figure 
upon himas a well man in fit condition to do 
his work: / 


Fietcher Improves Weak Points. 


In studying the two men I have put Fletch- 
er at 61 and Wagner at 69, and frankly I fear 


that In some respects I have given Fletcher a 


not believe he is quite as good a ball player 
as his figures seem to indicate, but on the 
other hand I have the word of some players 
who have worked with and against him that 
he has improved in just the departments that 
I considered him weakest. 

Fletcher should not be expected to class 
with the finished shortstops of fast company, 
because in the first place he is not by nature 
an infielder. He is a stronger and much more 
consistent man in the outfield, but last sea- 
son when Devlin smashed up and Bridwell 
went to pieces through being crippled, Mc- 
Graw was compelled to make switches, and 
he brought Fletcher into the infield and trans- 
formed him into a very fair ball player at that 
position. It is more than evident that Mc- 
Graw was not satisfied with Fletcher's 
work as he made every possible effort to de- 
velop a better man and failed, after giving 
Shafer every possible chance to win the posi- 
tion, being’ compelled to fall back upon 
Fletcher. 


Giants’ Shortstop Lacks Class. 

The truthiis that Fletcher is rather a weak 
hitter. about .260 at his best, an earnest, 
speedy, and energetic fielder, and just a fair base 
runner. There is nothing classy about his work. 
To me he seems rather awkward in covering 
gecohd, speedy and nervy rather than capable 
in. handling ground balis, only fair in covering 
second to take throws, rather weak on touching 
runners around the base, and better in galloping 
in after bounders than at anything else. “ 

I do not like his style of play. although one 
must give him credit for trying hard and tak- 
ing all the chances. At bat it appears io me 
tHat @he weuld be easy for Wood. Collins, Hall, or 
even Bedient. Now I have figured that New 
York’s best chance to win this series is to wait out 
Boston’s pitchers, to draw bases on balls and get 
hit by pitched balls. 

That is, it would eeem good judgment for the 
Giants to give the Red Sox pitchers all the chance 
in the world to be wild, if they have any tendency 
that way. Wood has a strong tendency to go 
wild and get himeelf into the hole many times. 

Fictcher, it appears to me, and my observation 
is supplemented by the word of several good 
judges among the players, is not a good waiter. 
He swung at no fewer than eleven bad balls in 
the world's, series last fall, and even when Bender 
was wasting balls he kept swinging at them and 
missing. i. made three hits 'n the series last 
fali, one a scratch.

Mat- 
ters of common concern, such as “tariff or de- 
fense, could be dealt with only by agree- 
ment. This was defective, because there 
could be no penalty for breach of agreement 
between governments whose personnel and 
policy were constantly changing. 

From this we get the key to the character 
of the federal government. Now for the 


-°first time a government existed in Australia 


which would act directly for every citizen; 
it could exercise, “‘ by its own Inherent au- 

ority, all those powers which any single 
state was able to possess or discharge.”’ This 
was the primary purpose of federation. 
Other matters, such as posts and and tele- 
graphs, which would be undertaken more 
satisfactorily by a central authority, were 
for convenience surrendered to the common- 
wealth government. 

Problem of Central Government. 

The fundamental problem of the common- 
wealth was and is comparable to that which 
confronted the framers of our constitution, 
the problem which still makes two political 
parties, State Rights and Féderal, seerning- 
ly inevitable for us. Australia had to create 
a central government which should have the 
powers of an independent government, pro- 
vided it acted within the scope of its inher- 
ent authority and at the same time to define 
the position of this Federal government with 
regard to the separate states (as the colonies 
now bécame) that it might exercise powers 
which the colonies had surrendered. The 
commonwealth constitution, like our own, 
was a compromise and a bargain. 

‘The commonwealth government can hard- 
ly be deemed a complete scheme of govern- 
ment, for the simple reason that it is always 
subject to a constitution which presupposes 
the existence of the states and assumes their 
wide and constant activity. Likewise the 
state governments, not less than the federal, 
are bound by the constitution. 

Power of Parliament Limited. 

To put it another way, the federal govetn- 

ment is not a sovereign government. The 


 @gommonwealth parliament cannot, in the 


“do everything but make a 
Thus, the high court has 
recently held that “legislation to extend 
the advantages of a tariff directly to work- 
men in a protected industry was beyond 
the powers of the commonwealth.” 

At the convention in Adelaide, in 1897, it 
was argued that a federal government was 
desired, not merely as an amalgamator of 
business interests, but “in order to enlarge 
the powers of self-government of the people 
of Australia.” ‘Therefore, it was declared 
@esirable “‘to create a federal government 
which shall exercise authority throughout 
the federated colonies, subject to the follow- 
ing principal conditions.” 

These conditions reflect the public senti- 
ment of the day. The first two declare that 
the “ powers, privileges, and territories of 
the several existing colonies shall remain in- 
tact, except in respect of such eurrenders 
as may be agreed upon to secure uniform- 
ity of law and administration in matters of 
common concern,” and that “after the es- 
tablishment of the federal government there 


words of Coke, 


The framers of the commonwealth consti- 
tution drew much of their inspiration from 
Bryce’s “ American Commonwealth,” and it 
was only natural that they should follow the 
doctrine laid down by Chief Justice Mar- 
shall that “the creation of a national gov- 
ernment implies the grant of all such sub- 
sidiary powers as are requisite to the effec- 
tion of ite main powers and purposes,” and 
leave unspecified the larger and inherent 
powers which belong to a commonwealth as 
well as to a national government. 


Legislative Powers Elastic, 

This common sense view is fortified by a 
section of the commonwealth constitution 
which, enumerating legislative power, says: 

“ Parliament shall, subject to this constitu- 
tion, have power to make laws for the peace, 
order, and good government of the common- 
wealth with respect to, “ etc. The same sec- 
tion further declares that “ matters inciden- 
tal to the execution of anyapower vested by 
this constitution in the parliament or in either 
house thereof, or in the government of the 
commonwealth, or in the federal judicature, 
or in any department or offices of the eom- 
monwealth.”’ 

Here we have the nearest approach to an 
enumeration of the inherent powers vested 
in the commonwealth by the mere fact of its 
existence. Im addition to the inherent power 
to legislate in respect of its parliament or 
judicature other powers are somewhat /)- 
logically imposed upon it In respect of federal] 
territory, federal civil service and duties of 
customs, excise, and bounties. Another sec- 
tion which imposes the duty of protecting 
any state against invasion also gives scope 
for the inherent power of legislation. 

» But, as Wise says, the sovereignty which 
the constitution confers upon the national 
government is purposely a skeleton which in 
time must be covered with flesh and blood. 
“No one can yet say what powers of devel- 
opment lie within its pregnant phrases.”

Many Veniremen Assert They 
Have Formed Opinions. 


HOPE TO FILL BOX TODAY. 


Prosecution’s Opening Statement May 
Take Several Days to Present. ° 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 2.—Thirty-four 


veniremen had been excused and twelve re- 
main in the box still under consideration at 


the conclusion of today's examination for the 
selection of a jury to try the forty-six men 
accused by the government of complicity in 
the *‘ dynamite pilots.” 

It was thought the jury might be com- 
pleted tomorrow or Friday. The trial of the 
defendants, headed by Frank M. Ryan, preet- 
dent of the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Ironworkers, and in- 
cluding other officials of that union, to- 
gether with members of two other unions, 
wil) then begin. 


Lengthy Opening Statement. 

District Attorney Charles W. Miller will 
open the case for the government. His open- 
ing statement contains 800 typewritten pages 
and will cover the ground upon which the 
prosecution intends by testimony to sustain 
its charges. . 

Among the contentions are that the dyna- 
mite conspiracy continued for five or six 
years; that Ortie E. McManigal’s confession 
of working a ‘‘dynamiting crew’’ is corrobo- 
rated by persons from many sections of the 
country; that the McNamaras were not 
alone in financing and arranging for a wide- 
spread system of blowing up the works of 
employers of nonunion labor. 


Prospective Jurors Prejudiced. 

Most of the veniremen were excused today 
because they asserted they had convictions 
that the defendants were guilty which. ft 
would take evidence to remove. 

Frank Sutton, a farmer, said he never had 
heard of the dynamiting cases or of the trial 
of the MoNamaras at Los Angeles. 

“ But since I came here and listened to 
what hae been said I may say while I have 
no prejudice against labor uniona I am 
opposed to violence." 

“ But you don’t think labor untons are or- 
ganized to promote violence, do you?’’ asked 
Senator John W. Kern for the defense. Sut- 
ton answered that he did not. 

Joseph A. Spaugh said he had “ decided 
views against labor unions dictating to em- 
ployers who should be employed.’’

President of National Health 


Association Says Sales 
Should Be Restricted. 


NEEDLESS LOSS OF LIFE. 


Daily Deaths from Preventable 
Causes Exceed Number of 
Titanie’s Victims. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 2.—" We are in the 
patent medicine stage of ignorance,’ said 
Dr. J. N. Hurty of Indiana, president of the 
American Health association, today in an ad- 
dress to the fourth national conservation con- 
gress. “ Patent medicines are more dan- 
gerous than dynamite, and the sale of them 
should be more restricted, They are com- 
posed chiefly of alcohol, If alcohol could 
cure this earth would have been rid of dis- 
ease ages ago,"’ 

He declared Indiana, as well as other states, 
whould convert one of the insane hospitals 
into a school for the study of chronic dis- 
eases, 

Prof. E. T. Fairchild of Topeka, Kan., pres- 
ident of the National Educational associe- 
tion, criticised the present schoo! system of 
the country. He urged that the election of 
school superintendents be taken out of poli- 
tics and declared it a crime against the 
children of the nation to base the selection 
of a superintendent, county or state, on any 
qualification other than educational 


Needless Loss of Lives. 
* Out of some 1,500,000 deaths annually in 
the United States, at least 630,000 are pre- 


ventable,” declared Prof. Irving Fisher of 
Yale university. ‘‘ This means over 1,700 
unnecéssary deaths per day, or more than 
the lives lost in the great Titanic disaster. 

“The Titanic disaster spread a pall of 
gloom over the world, while the daily aver- 
age death rate rarely gets a passing com- 
ment,”’ 


For Preventive Measures. 

Prof. Fisher said the people of the coun- 
try must look to the newspapers, insurance 
companies, and the federal government for 
the saving of human iife. 

“ We need a national department of health 
or a department of labor which shell in- 
Gude in fts operations the conservation of 
human life. 

“We need first of all to do what Sweden 
has done for 150 years—namely, to estab- 
lish proper vital statistics. Vita) statis- 
tics are the bookkeeping of health.*’ 


Cause of High Death Rate. 

“The war against preventable disease ig a 
struggle between the dollar and the death 
rate,’’ E. E. Rittenhouse of New York told 
the delegates. “‘ And most of our communi- 
ties prefer a high death rate to a slight in- 
crease in the tax rate. There is not an ade- 
quately financed health department in the 
country. 

“ Conservation of human life should be the 
paramount issue of the American people. To 


| protect human life from needless destruction 


is the primary purpose of organized society.”’ 

“ Today thousands of mill hands are riot- 
ing in Lawrence, Mass., because somebody 
blundered, because some position has been 
badly filled,’’ asserted Harrington Emerson 
of New York in his addreas on “‘ The Rescue 
of the Fit.”’ Mr. Emerson said there were 
three ways to fill a position—by giving the 
place to a henchman or dependent, by taking 
care of a friend, and by picking out the per- 
son fitted for the place.

Colony agemts, the mer who induce whole 
families to sell their property and migrate to 
a different soil in a far away section of the 
country, were condemned by Prof. George E. 
Condra of Lincoln, Neb., as “ the worst type 
of robbers. What we need is a pure land law, 
the same aga pure food law.”
